15 SICILY: This girl is carrying bread 
baked in an old-fashioned oven to 
the village main square, where it will

16 GREECE: This bread maker 
obviously enjoys the taste of her own 
bread, made from hand-milled flour and 
baked in an outdoor village oven. 


17 UNITED STATES: Rolls especially 
made to hold hot dogs help make a meal 
for this Los Angeles boy on his way to a 
baseball game. 


18 UNITED STATES: Making bread 
includes measuring, kneading, rising, 
punching, shaping, and baking.

25 HONG KONG: Several of the 
breads in this Hong Kong shop have 
sweet fillings in them. 


25 GUATEMALA: Though the mother 
baked the bread, everyone in the family 
gets involved in arranging the loaves 

for sale. 


26 ISRAEL: A Tel Aviv family celebrate 
the Sabbath by breaking bread together. 
Prayers are said over the special bread, 
called challah, at the beginning of the 


Sabbath meal.
